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Five-Year Report - 2011-2015 


Introduction 

All India Christian Council (AICC) initiated helpline for North East people 
in 2007 with the help of the All India Confederation of SC/ST 
Organizations, has been tracking the media reports which have spoken 
about racial attacks on North Eastern people living in metro cities of India, 
beginning with reports of the gang rape of a Mizo girl at Dhula Kuan in 
2005. 

The objective of AICC Centre for North East Relations (AICC-CNER) is 
to serve the North East communities in metro cities and bring their issues 
and challenges to the notice of the Central Government and the concerned 
state governments. aicc-CNER reports the facts and conducts studies to 
meet this objective. 

Baseline Studies 

AICC has conducted three key baseline studies since 2008. 

Study One : In 2008, aicc tracked the media reports on sexual 
violence in the National Capital Region (NCR). According to 
reports, 50% of the sexual violence accounted in the first half of the 
year happened to women from North East India. 

Study Two : In 2009, aicc tracked media reports saying that 86% of 
North East communities living in Delhi and NCR felt they faced 
racial discrimination. North East communities in Delhi and NCR 
reported feeling as if they were segregated from broader society. 
North East women reported feeling accused of polluting mainland 
communities. Reports claimed social profiling of North East people 
was the root cause of crimes against them. 

Study Three : In 2011, aicc released a study on International 
Women’s Day conducted in 2010 (“North East India Migration and 
Challenges in Mega Cities of India”). This study was larger than 
previous studies and examined the deeper issues, challenges and 
causes of migration of people from North East India to other cities 
within India. According to the studied reports, a lack of higher 
educational infrastructure in the North East Indian states was the 
main factor prompting 10 + 2 passing students toward higher studies 
outside the North East. 
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The migration rate increased 12 times from 2005 to 2010, numbering 
over 414,850, out of which close to 200,000 migrated to Delhi. The 
North East population in Delhi, according to Delhi police, has risen 
now to approximately 700,000. It is reported that Bangalore has 
increased from a population of 50,000 North East in 2012 to 300,000 
by 2015. Media and other reports conclude that North East migration 
is at a peak because as a region the North East people are facing 
manifold challenges. 

In recent years, the challenges facing the North East community are 
discussed and debated widely, especially after 20-year-old Nido Tania, son 
of Arunachal Pradesh’s Member of Legislative Assembly, Mr. Nido 
Pavitra, was killed in the Lajpat Nagar area of Delhi on 29 January 2014. 
The Union Government established the North East Committee under the 
chairmanship of Shri M.P. Bezbruah, IAS (Retired), Member of the North 
East Council. The North East Committee produced a report including a 
variety of proposals based on suggestions from social activists, scholars 
and individuals and delivered the report to the Government of India for its 
action and adoption of plans to prevent crimes against North East 
communities. 

In addition to the North East Committee, the Delhi police created its Nodal 
Police Officer, along with a team of police personnel representatives from 
the North East India states, in addition to a special Delhi Police Helpline 
for North East communities and a special police patrol. Despite these 
efforts instituted by the Central Government, the actual crime rate against 
North East communities continues to rise. 

Five-Year Report 

AICC-CNER has compiled a five-year analysis by tracking crime records 
and data collected by AICC-CNER, Northeast Solidarity-Bangalore, the 
Delhi police and the Union Ministry of Home Affairs (MHA). The five- 
year analysis highlights the reported challenges faced by North East people 
not only in NCR but as reported in other cities as well. The Union Minister 
of State for Home Affairs, Kiren Rijiju, presented crimes faced by people 
in Delhi and other metro cities as higher than that recorded by AICC- 
CNER. In his report, there were 413 cases registered in Delhi police from 
2012 to 2014 and 29 cases in 2015 through February 15. 1

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The number of incidents mentioned in this report includes the ones reported 
to AICC-CNER, although there is evidence of additional crimes which 
were not reported to AICC-CNER. Sources revealed that many victims 
suffer silently, choosing not to file reports which expose their identity 
resulting in social stigma. Therefore, the data mentioned in this report is 
not comprehensive, but includes enough data to analyze the issues and 
develop a proposal encouraging law enforcement agencies implement a 
plan of action and enforce the law and existing policies. 

Reported Racial Profiling 

One major issue facing North East people and propagating crimes against 
them in metro cities across India is racial/social profiling, despite reports 
of the repeated denial of the seriousness of the issue. The Bezbaruah 
Committee started by the Central Government to study the problems faced 
by North East communities living in Delhi and other cities confirmed the 
racial nature of attacks and discrimination, though noting it is not the cause 
of all incidents. 2 

Social profiling occurs when opinions are formed about certain 
communities based on their appearance and the prevailing reputation of 
their culture. In many cases, once a community is socially profiled, 
economic, social, educational and professional status is no longer relevant, 
branding everyone of that society with a degrading image. When asked for 
their opinion on sexual violence against women in Delhi from a Census 
Supervisor, respondents replied, “Perpetrators have a different mindset 
before committing crimes against local women who have parents, brothers 
and relatives who will come forward to fight for them. They don’t have the 
same mindset when they want to attack women from outside.” 3 

In aicc’s 2008 report, the research showed that most of the rape and sexual 
harassment cases in Delhi were perpetrated against women from North 
East India in the first half of the year, aicc made a strong statement 
regarding this sexual harassment faced by the North East women in Delhi, 
stating that if it is not prevented, it would spread to other women in society 
irrespective of heritage. Rape and molestation cases are on the rise, with 
Delhi police records reflecting 6522 rape cases and 10,985 molestation 
cases in Delhi from 2008 to 2014. 4 

In aicc’s 2009 study, 86% of North East communities living in Delhi 
reported being victims of racial profiling. The study also revealed that

crimes faced by North East India communities in NCR began to shift from 
targeting women for sexual harassment to racial attack and discrimination 
against all North East peoples. 



Table 1 

Table 1 shows that 30% of the 195 incidents against North East 
communities recorded by AICC-CNER were crimes related to sexual 
assault (rape, molestation and sexual abuse) and included two gang rape 
cases (2005, 2010) and the rape and murder of a seven-year-old girl. 

70% of the incidents were racial attacks and discrimination (physical 
attacks, theft, trafficking and murder). This indicates the paradigm shift 
from sexual harassment of women to racial attack and discrimination of the 
whole North East community. The number of racial attacks and incidents 
of discrimination has increased in the last five years, which is 
commensurate with the increased number o people migrating from North 
East India in the same time period. 

Identifying the Cities 

Historically, Delhi has been reported to be the most preferred city for North 
East people to migrate. The educational infrastructure has been the main 
motivating factor for North East Students migration: Delhi has at least 82 
colleges affiliated to Delhi University, as well as other universities (i.e., 
Jawaharlal Nehru University, Indira Gandhi Open University and Jamia 
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Millia Islamia University). 5 Delhi also has 7,509 private sector companies 6 , 
as well as central job opportunities which attract semi-skilled youngsters 
from the North East. 

The migration rate to NCR and other cities has increased in the last five 
years. In 2010, the North East population in Delhi was 200,000, and in 
2015 it has increased to 700,000. 7 The Bezbaruah Committee’s report 
suggests an approximate population of 1,100,000 North East people living 
across India. A full 300,000 are reported living in Bangalore. 8 Tracked 
incident data suggests the higher the North East population, the higher the 
crime record. 



Table 2 

Table 2 presents the classification of crimes faced by North East 
communities in metro cities, which includes a compilation of the data 
collected by AICC-CNER, the Delhi Police and the Ministry of Home 
Affairs. Note: The number of the incidents reflected in Table 2 can be

multiple and will not sum to 100%. In all cases, Delhi shows the highest 
crime rate followed by Bangalore. 

Table 2 shows that 54% of the crimes against North East communities 
happened in Delhi and NCR, and 42% occurred in Bangalore, while a mere 
4% were reported in other cities like Mumbai, Hyderabad, Pune and West 
Bengal. According to these crime records, AICC-CNER concludes that 
Delhi and NCR are unsafe for North East migrants, followed by Bangalore. 
Data maintained by AICC-CNER in Table 2 is from 2005 till 2015, 
whereas data on Bangalore is the record of incidents during a time of heavy 
North East migration in 2012. The MHA’s record also indicates that Delhi 
has a 94% crime rate against North East communities followed by 
Bangalore with 6%.

Crimes 9 committed against North East people in NCR and in Bangalore are 
different in nature. Table 3 shows the reported differences. 88% of all the 
sexual harassment incidents against North East women across India 
happened in Delhi/NCR, while Bangalore records 7% of the cases, and the 
remaining 5% in other cities. This shows that North East people migrating 
to Delhi are facing criminal acts and may feel it is unsafe for them to

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migrate despite their need to find education and jobs. Table 3 also indicates 
physical attacks and racial discrimination are the main issues in Bangalore. 

Further analysis of the statistics reveals racially-based attacks are more 
prevalent in NCR, while racial discrimination is a main issue in Bangalore. 
This racial discrimination takes the form of denial of rental homes, refusal 
of rental security deposits, and refusal of college admission. Victims of 
attack/discrimination in Bangalore were reported to be unskilled labor 
migrants (i.e., security guards, industry laborers), mostly from Assam. The 
North East migrants in NCR are semi-skilled laborers, who work in BPO 
industries. Both the unskilled and semi-skilled laborers in Bangalore and 
in Delhi report an equal amount of harassment from employers in the form 
of non-payment of wages. 

Train journeys during migration also are reported to pose significant threat 
to North East communities. While the majority of students studying 
outside North East travel by air to their destinations, people migrating in 
search of jobs in both the private sectors and in labor industries travel by 
rail. AICC-CNER received reports of North East men being harassed on 
trains (i.e., pushed off moving trains, murdered, abducted). Young women 
were reportedly molested and raped. The routes with the highest rate of 
reported incidence was Guwahati to Delhi, and Guwahati to 
Bangalore/Hyderabad via Howrah. A 28-year-old woman from Manipur, 
who claims to have a doctorate degree, was allegedly dragged out of a 
Secunderabad-bound train at the Palasa station in Andhra Pradesh and 
gang-raped by unknown miscreants. 10 

AICC-CNER is developing a plan and recommendation for law 
enforcement officials that will address the safety of North East people 
when they are travelling by train. 

Trends within Racial Attacks 

Since 2011, the number of crimes reported against North East communities 
via MHA records has seen a consistent increase. Table 4 records the crimes 
reported against North East people comparing those reported by AICC- 
CNER and those reported by the MHA. 2014 saw a marked increase in 
reported crimes by the MHA.

In 2014, the Central Government put serious emphasis on the challenges 
of migrating North East communities. A heavy level of news reports 
highlighted the issues, but few, if any, solutions have been implemented. 

Twenty-year-old Nindo Tania, son of Nindo Pavitra, Congress MLA from 
Arunachal Pradesh, was murdered on 29 January 2014, in the Lajpat Nagar 
area of Delhi. This incident was widely reported in the media and grabbed 
the nation’s attention. North East India state governments adopted the 
slogan, “Enough is Enough.” The Central Government was compelled to 
establish the Bezbaruah Committee on 5 February 2014, and the Union 
Ministry of Home Affairs concurrently established the Delhi Police North 
East Nodal Cell led by Mr. Robin Hibul with a team of police 
representatives from eight North East state police departments. Even with 
these efforts, the crimes nationally against North East people rose to their 
highest reported level in ten years. The safety of North East communities 
remains a matter of great concern and one which law enforcement 
agencies, in cooperation with the Central and State governments must 
examine and address. 

Note: Table 4 data for 2015 is as of 3 August 2015 and was collected from 
a questionnaire presented by Union State Minister of Home Affair in the 
Parliament on 3 March 2015. 11 

Beyond Bezbaruah Committee Recommendations

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The Bezbaruah Committee’s report indicates a lack of resources to address 
the challenges faced by the people from North East India. 

The Bezbaruah Committee recommended legal measures, the 
strengthening of law enforcement agencies, setting up of the special North 
East police cell, and emphasizing the important role of the private sectors. 
The committee recommended setting up a fast tract legal system in Delhi, 
with quickened justice plus sentences with serious punishment for culprits. 
Any judgment pronounced by any court with regard to racial attacks and 
discrimination will be beneficial nationwide. 

The Bezbaruah Committee’s study was conducted within Delhi and 
outside, and gathered facts, figures, opinions and suggestions. 

Recommendations Should Apply to Other Metro Cities 

Recalling the data in Table 3, 62% of physical attacks and incidents of 
racial discrimination against North East communities happened in 
Bangalore and other cities. The Bezbaruah Committee’s recommendations 
lack a recommendation to the Central government to establish in other 
states nationwide a similar Police Nodal Office with Police representatives 
from the eight North East states, like the one set up in Delhi. 

Bangalore has been identified as a metro city of concern for North East 
communities, therefore setting up a special police task force is a crucial 
need. We recommend that the Central government brings the issue to the 
concerned state governments. 

Racial discrimination faced by North East communities living in Bangalore 
is mostly in unorganized private sectors, where no regulations for 
recruiting and employment are applied. The Bezbaruah Committee’s 
recommendation of the role to be played by the organized private sectors 
does not address the issues of the non-organized private sectors. The 
organized private sectors have regulations for recruiting and employment 
and the Bezbaruah Committee’s recommendation will suit those sectors. 
However, the North East migrants working in the non-organized private 
sectors suffer racial discrimination in many forms such as suspension 
without notification and non-payment of wages. 

Universities’ Role 

The Bezbaruah Committee has recommended that universities in Delhi 
include studies and courses on North East India. Some universities like 
Indira Gandhi Open University and Delhi University do indeed have a 
North East Studies branch, while others have opened their own similar 
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branches after the Committee’s recommendation. Jawaharlal Nehru 
University and Jamia Millia Island University are two such places. 

There is a need for universities in other states where an increasing North 
East population exists to establish North East study branches. Bangalore 
and Hyderabad are considered top priorities for these new branches as these 
two metro cities are becoming preferred destinations for the North East 
student community. 

Need for North East Police Nodal Officers 

The Delhi Police issued a standing order (No. 383/2014) on 14 February 
2014, noting the issues and challenges faced by Indian citizens hailing from 
North East India who are living in metro cities for education and 
employment. The standing order adopts a Zero Tolerance Policy with 
regard to racial attacks and discrimination and establishes a Delhi Police 
Nodal Office for North East India. Under the leadership of Robin Hibul, 
the IPS Office has created a special task force comprised of police 
representatives from the North East Indian states. They are addressing the 
challenges faced by North East communities in Delhi and NCR, though the 
crimes against them increase every year. 

The MHA must consider the possibility of setting up such police nodal 
offices in the cities where the crimes against North East communities are 
recorded. Bangalore, Hyderabad, Mumbai and Pune are of highest priority. 
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Crime and Discrimination Against North East People 
On Record/News Clippings 

On August 3, 2015 Bangalore: A three-year-old girl was allegedly 
molested at a private school in Indiranagar area in Bengaluru when 
she was on her way home. Police suspect the child was molested 
by a staff member inside the school premises. 

On July 13, 2015 Delhi: A young Manipuri staff-nurse working in Dr RML 
Hospital, New Delhi was allegedly strangulated and physically assaulted 
by a patient named Amit Kumar on the night of July 13. The victim was on 
night duty when the accused grabbed her neck and hit her on her face. 
She is said to be in a traumatic condition. The doctors and nurses present, 
who saw the incident, allegedly did not help her. The accused is 
absconding and no arrests have made so far. Investigation is on. (TNT 
News)

On June 23, 2015 Delhi: A young girl from Arunachal Pradesh was 
allegedly molested by a man at Delhi who was later arrested by the police, 
confirmed Robin Hibu, the Joint Commissioner of Delhi Police. The 
incident took place at 3.30 am early this morning. A release from ASUD 
(Arunachal Students Union Delhi) said, the Arunachalee girl who has come 
to Delhi few months ago as a student of skill development training 
(beautician course) at VLCC Institute, Dwarka, New Delhi was sexually 
molested by the male caretaker of the paying guest accommodation 
where she was housed with others.

On May 31, 2015 Hyderabad: This is to bring to your notice that on the 
31st of May 2015 (Sunday), at around 7:30 AM, Prof. Gracious Temsen 
(Associate Professor, Centre for Applied Linguistics & Translation Studies, 
University of Hyderabad)'s residence on campus (B 29) was raided by a 
team of campus security personnel. Prof. Temsen was out of station then, 
visiting her family. Her brother and some friends were there at her 
quarters that day. On being called up by her brother about the raid. Prof. 
Temsen tried talking to Security Officer Mr. T. V. Rao, who headed the 
raid. Mr. Rao told her that they were given an order for the raid on the 
basis of some reported illegal activities in the house. When Prof. Temsen 
asked him what kind of "illegal activities", he hung up the phone on her 
and later flatly refused to talk or even listen to what she was trying to say. 
After this. Prof. Temsen called up the Deputy Registrar (Estate), Mr. Challa 
Venkateshwar, who did not sound a wee bit surprised when she talked 
with him, and in fact he shouted at her and accused her of "illegal things" 
without even trying to reason things with her. 

On May 29, 2015 Bangalore: The victims have been identified as Lai 
Mantuia (19) an engineering student of Ambedkar College and Lai 
Hmangaisia (19) a student of St. Joseph College in Shanthinagar and 
natives of Mizoram. According to the police, the victims were returning to 
their hostel in Papa Reddy Layout at around 11 p.m. when the accused 
passed comments and a heated argument ensued. The three accused 
beat-up the students and escaped.

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On April 21, 2015 Bangalore: Two youths who allegedly molested a girl 
from the North East and assaulted her cousin in central Bangalore on April 
21 have been arrested by the police. One of the attackers had claimed to be 
the son of the Bangalore police commissioner M N Reddi. The arrested 
persons have been identified as Afan and Abbas both aged about 22. 
Deputy Commissioner of Police (central division) Sandeep Patil confirmed 
the arrest on Thursday afternoon and said that two more persons involved 
in the attack on the girl and boy from Arunachal Pradesh were still at large. 
The incident occurred on Tuesday night when Arunachal Pradesh native 
Tumken Siram and his cousin sister were on their way to their residence in 
the Shantinagar area in central Bangalore. Four unidentified persons, now 
identified as residents of the area, allegedly passed lewd comments about 
the girl which resulted in cousin confronting the youths.

In yet another shocking 
incident of discrimination against the Northeast people, three Northeast 
boys has been allegedly beaten up by the landlord and his son on Monday 
evening. The father, Adarsh Kumar and his son, Ashish Tokas have been 
arrested after they allegedly assaulted three Northeast boys with wooden 
sticks accompanying a group of local people, here in Munirka yesterday. 
This is the sixth incident reported to NE Helpline this year. 

According to the three victims, they were thrashed and beaten while they 
were standing inside the building, after one of them spitted on the ground. 
The incident occurred at around 3.30 pm yesterday, when one of the 
victims said that he inhaled a mosquito in his mouth and spitted out 
immediately on the ground. When the landlord Adarsh Kumar saw this, 
he began thrashing them with the help of the local people numbering 
around 7-10 men with wooden sticks and iron rods.

According to the source reaching to the North East Helpline, ten North East 
boys from Manipur were attacked by a group of unknown people on 24 
February night in Delhi University campus. While they were returning after 
dropping one of their friends in DU hostel, a group numbering 8 to 9 people 
came from behind attacked on them with sticks. When they raised their 
voice and tried to defend themselves, the culprits fled from the spot. Two 
of them suffer seriously and one still in Intensive Care Unit, while others 
suffered. 

On January 29, 2013 Delhi: Nineteen-year-old Nido Taniam, son of an 
Arunachal Pradesh MLA, was thrashed by local people in Lajpat Nagar in 
southeast Delhi, for protesting against racial comments and taunts mocking 
his hair colour and looks. 

The youth was attacked twice in the course of a couple of hours. Taniam, 
a first year BSc student of Lovely Professional University, was in Lajpat 
Nagar around 1.30pm, seeking information on the exact location of a 
friend’s address. 

On November 29, 2012 Bangalore: A Mizo woman living in a rented 
premises in Kammanahalli, is being harassed by the house owner (giving 
house rent advance receipt for Rs. 20000 less, demanding for money for 
electricity than the actual bill amount) 

On November 29,2012 Bangalore: A Naga woman employee working in 
Malleswaram is denied her backwages by the employers. Our intervention 
is on. 

On November 28,2012 Bangalore: A girl student from Arunachal Pradesh 
studying in NSVK Institute of Nursing, Banashankari 2nd Stage has 
decided to leave that institution, was denied her original certificates by the 
management of the institution. Our intervention is on. 
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On November 20, 2012, Bangalore: A Naga man living in Sultanpalya 
was denied his house rent deposit by the house owner. After our 
intervention and he got his deposit back. 

On November 19, 2012 Bangalore: 5 Assamese and 3 Oriya workers 
working in Benetton, Basaweshwamagar were denied 22-days wages by 
Guardwell Detective Services Private Limited. Our intervention is on. 

On November 15, 2012 Bangalore: A Manipuri man living in EWS

On November 14, 2012 Banagalore: A Manipuri boy sought our help 
when he was harassed by a local goonda at the Yashvantpur Railway 
station, who snatched Rs. 1000 from him. With our intervention he got his 
money back. 

On November 11, 2012 Bangalore: 2 security guards from Assam were 
denied their salary of 2 months and their bonus by Tops Security Limited, 
Basaveshwaranagar, Banglaore. Our intervention is on. 

On November 5, 2012 Bangalore: A student from Assam was cheated by 
an agent called Pankaja Singh for Rs. 2.6 lakhs for admission at Sri Krishna 
Institute of Technology near Hesarghatta. With our intervention the police 
complaint is lodged. 

On October 24, 2012 Bangalore: Around 30 workers from Tripura and 
Assam were physically attacked regularly in Shesadripuram, their 
residential area by local goondas for two months and their valuables 
snatched. We were able to lodge the police complaint by the police who 
were not cooperative, after taking help of the media. The accused were 
arrested on the spot. We lodged a complaint with Bangalore City Police 
Commissioner for a fair investigation and action against local police for 
dereliction of duty. 

On October 21,2012 Bangalore: A Mizo girl student was writing an exam 
in Bangalore University and her mobile was snatched by one of the 
professors. With our intervention the mobile was returned back to her. 

On October 20, 2012 Bangalore: A senior police officer and his son 
brutally assaulted 4 Mizo students in the National Games Village, 
Koramangala. Police seems to have fed the false story in the media that the 
students were drunk and were dancing to the loud music in their flat when 
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the incident took place. Which is false as the flat itself was locked at that 
time of the incident. The 4 students were waiting downstairs after coming 
to visit their friend (who stays in a flat in that apartment complex) as their 
friend was away. This happens in a place where 2 senior-most officers of 
North East origin - Mr. Lalrokhuma Pachao (present Director General of 
Police, Karanatka) and Mr. HT Sangliana (ex-Bangalore City Police 
Commissioner and ex-Member of Parliament elected to Loksabha from 
Bangalore City) live in the same area. No action was taken against the 
police officer and his son except that they apologized to the victims. 

On October 18, 2012 Bangalore: A worker from Meghalaya living in 
Shantinagar area and working in F.N. Auto Mat was robbed of his luggage, 
documents and other valuables. We have helped him in lodging the police 
complaint through the police nodal officer. 

On October 17, 2012 Bangalore: As Assamese student of TES college in 
Bangalore called us to inform that he is facing problem by the college and 
hostel authorities. We helped him and with the help of local leaders in that 
locality the problem was solved. 

On October 10, 2012 Bangalore: 9 Assamese workers were denied their 
backwages by the owner of a Granite factory in Bannerghatta Road. After 
our intervention with the employer, they got their backwages. 

On October 9, 2012 Bangalore: An Assamese worker from JP Nagar was 
denied backwages of Rs. 10,000. He got his backwages after our 
intervention. 

On October 2, 2012 Bangalore: A security guard from (a poor student, 
who is simultaneously continuing his studies) from Assam working in 
Bommanahalli area was denied his backwages. He got his backwages after 
our intervention. 

On October 2, 2012 Bangalore: Two security guards from Assam in 
Bommanahalli area were denied their backwages by Modem Security 
Force. After our intervention with the employer, they got their backwages. 

On October 2, 2012 Bangalore: An Assamese family was threatened by 
neighbors in Sanjay Nagar area. We helped them in lodging a police 
complaint. 
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On October 2, 2012 Bangalore: An Assamese security guard from 
Guttahalli was denied his backwages by the employer. Our intervention 
with the employer got him his backwages. 

On October 1, 2012 Bangalore: A man from Meghalaya was cheated by a 
furniture shop owner in Shivajinagar for Rs.6000 by not giving the 
furniture in spite of taking payment. With our help, he got his money back. 

On September 21, 2012 Bangalore: 15 students of Jain University on JC 
road called and said they are being denied of their attendance from 15 th to 
31 st August, leading to denying their hall tickets to sit in exams by the 
college management. Though the principal assured them of attendance 
before they left Bangalore on permission, on their return to Bangalore the 
principal went back on her words. We approached the Deputy Chairman of 
the Jain University resulting in the Principal giving them hall tickets and 
the attendance. 

On September 18, 2012 Bangalore: A man living in Guwahati called and 
asked for the phone number of Police Headquarters in Guwahati, to report 
to about the incident of a 13 year old girl badly beaten up by Assam Police. 
Our friend in Guwahati, Dr. Water Fernandes’ assisted them. 

On September 17, 2012 Bangalore: 3 Karbi workers (from Assam) living 
in Neelasandra area faced harassment by local men. People were knocking 
on the doors in the mid-night and the door was latched from outside. 2 days 
later they were waylaid by a group of men with stones in their hands, 
luckily due to the intervention of some people passing by, they were able 
to escape unhurt. We helped them in getting a FIR registered in Adugodi 
Police Station. 

On September 16, 2012 Bangalore: 12 students and a pastor (all from 
Manipur) were attacked in their residential area in Dhodda Banaswadi with 
stones (2 people injured in the incidence) and stones were thrown on their 
house door. Police phone numbers (100 and 108) were not picked up in 
spite of calling multiple times. Police arrived on the scene only after 2 
hours and one drunken policeman demanded money from them. We visited 
the Banaswadi Police Station and police were non-responsive. 

On September 14, 2012 Bangalore: One Assamese worker informed that 
his backwages were not paid by Franklin Security Service in Boomanahalli 
Area. With our intervention the backwages were paid to him. 
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On September 13, 2012 Bangalore: 2 Bihari workers working as security 
guards in SIS security agency, Hebbagodi were severely beaten up when 
they asked for their backwages. We took support of Sanchaya Nele, local 
NGO and they got their backwages. 

On September 13, 2012 Bangalore: We received information from 44 
Assamese workers about non-payment of backwages from Novel Facility 
Services (contractor of BIO PLUS Life Sciences Pvt. Ltd), SIPCOT, 
Hosur, Tamil Nadu. After multiple visits, intervention of the police nodal 
officer and constant follow-up actions the back-wages were paid after a 
long delay. We found this contractor to be most horrible in dealing with 
workers. We were able to mobilize temporary relief support for these 
workers through our friends from Assam Society of Bangalore (ASOB). 

On September 12,2012 Delhi: Assamese girl gang-raped for several days 
in West Delhi, an Assamese girl was gang-raped for several days near 
Khyala in Nangloi Jat area of Delhi. The police came to know about the 
incident, when the girl came forward and registered an FIR. 

Meanwhile, preliminary medical checkups have confirmed rape. 
According to reports, the girl had approached a placement cell for a suitable 
job. The placement agency then asked her to contact one Imran, who then 
handed over the girl to Khyala-based Naval Kishore who also ran a 
placement agency. It is here that the victim was raped for several days.

On September 10, 2012 Bangalore: Two men (from Sikkim) were asked 
to pay Rs. 1,500 extra for train tickets by a KSTDC travel agent at Majestic 
Area. We successfully intervened and prevented the agent from charging 
extra. 

On September 10, 2012 Bangalore: Around 120 Assamese workers were 
not paid their back wages by 4 contractors of Exide Industries Limited, 
near Hosur, Tamil Nadu. After multiple visits and follow-up actions, all of 
them got the back-wages. 

On September 7, 2012 Bangalore: A security guard (from Assam) 
working in Guttahalli area was denied his backwages by his employer Mr. 
Prakash (Phone: 8147363954), we are still following up in this case 
without any success

On September 6, 2012 Bangalore: A male student (from Assam) got seat 
in Civil Engineering at M S Ramaiah Engineering College through 
COMED-K. According to him, he was cheated by touts connected with the 
college and its administration staff to an amount of Rs. 25,000. He received 
many threatening calls from a local phone number to prevent him from 
taking admission. When he finally took admission in the college after all 
the obstacles, he was abducted in a van just after coming out form the 
college after admission process. He was attacked with blades, forced to part 
with Rs. 5000/- cash. Same evening he visited Sanjay Nagar police station 
and lodged a complained. Police didn't register the case or intervene in any 
manner in spite a police officer being posted inside the Ramaiah College. 
The threatening phone calls continued even after that. After a lot of efforts, 
intervention of police nodal officer and we providing security for him, the 
student was able to meet the ACP (JC Nagar) and get the complaint 
registered. The whole incident traumatized and terrorized him to run back 
to Assam. In the process we were told that he lost more than Rs. 5 Lakh. 

On August 31, 2012 Bangalore: Received call from a woman, who was 
being harassed by a woman in her neighborhood. We counseled her. 

On August 25, 2012 Delhi: A 24-year old boy from Manipur was beaten 
up by four miscreants while travelling in Goa-bound train yesterday. The 
incident occurred at around 4PM after travelling for about two hours from 
Nizamuddin railway station, New Delhi. When the train starts moving, four 
youths suddenly barged into the train and began thrashing and smashing 
the boy. 

According to the victim, “The miscreants punched me on my face and 
broke my spectacle. They also snatched away my gold chain, money and 
two mobile phones. They repeatedly punched me and kicked me on my 
chest and back inside the moving train. I was covered with bloods and my 
lips were swollen. While they were repeatedly thrashing me, I grabbed one 
of my bags, leaving behind other two bags and run for my life. There were 
many people inside the compartment but no one comes to my rescue.” 

On August 24, 2012 Bangalore: A Naga student (male) received a threat 
call from the phone number +91 9811308415. This issue was taken up with 
the police nodal officer later. 

On August 18, 2012 Delhi: Two Naga boys belonging to Tangkhul tribe 
in Manipur was attacked in their rented house in Kotla Mubarak in New 
Delhi on 18 th August midnight.

On August 16,2012 Bangalore: Near Shiva Theatre in Kolamangala, three 
men from Mizoram were threatened by some men, urine bottles were 
thrown on them. 

On August 16, 2012 Bangalore: A Bengali man living in Chanadapura 
area was beaten up by his landlord on a money matter. Public also joined 
in beating him. The victim was beaten by his landlord and neighbors simply 
because he couldn’t speak Kannada. He is on 3 months medication. The 
Chandapura police refused to register a case. We visited the victim along 
with the representatives of Sanchaya Nele, local NGO, who told him that 
the main attacker is a major goonda in the area. Victim didn't want to 
pursue the case. 

On August 16, 2012 Bangalore: An Assamese boy from Manipur who 
lived in Koramangala was returning from his work, and stopped by some 
men. They asked him, 'where are you from'? Out of fear he said, ‘I am from 
Manipur’. They tried to attack him; luckily he was able to escape. 

On August 16, 2012 Bangalore: In Koramangala 8th Block, near Shiva 
Theatre, one Naga boy was attacked on his neck by a local woman. While 
attacking him, she was shouting loud and asked him to leave the place. 

On August 16, 2012 Bangalore: In Neelasandra, 3 men (from Darjeeling) 
were attacked while walking on the road by 2 men with glass bottles. 
Immediately after that, two other boys joined them and they attacked them 
with a spade. One got injured on his knee and was admitted in the hospital. 
Other two boys went to the police station to complain. 

On August 16, 2012 Bangalore: About 6 pm, a male student of BBBC in 
Richmond Town was attacked at the Johnson Market by two men. That 
was reported to the Police. 

On August 16, 2012 Bangalore: Three Kuki boys (from Manipur) on their 
way to the railway station were attacked by some men in Wilson Garden. 
They got hurt and one was hospitalized. It was reported to the Wilson 
Garden Police station. 

On August 15, 2012 Delhi: A Manipuri Boy was assaulted by a crowd at 
Chirag Delhi on 15 th night.

On August 14,2012 Bangalore: In Ejipura area, a man from Mizoram was 
harassed by a group of boys for a cigarette. 

On August 14, 2012 Bangalore: Two women (from Manipur) were 
shopping near Gopalan Mall in Krishnaraja Puram, some men came on 
two bikes and asked the auto driver to leave them. The auto driver spat on 
the women, as a result the auto driver demanded Rs. 700 for a distance of 
6 Kms. The women felt humiliated and were terrified. 

On August 14, 2012 Bangalore: Two boys with a scalp cap on their bike 
tried hit a Mizo girl, she was very terrified. 

On August 14, 2012 Bangalore: Five students of Darshan college were on 
their way home to Darshan, at Majestic bazaar, 8 boys stopped them and 
threatened them to leave Bangalore. 

On August 14,2012 Bangalore: In Peenya, one man (from Darjeeling) was 
stopped by some men and he ran away as they tried to attack him. They 
threw stones on him and got hurt with minor injury. 

On August 14,2012 Bangalore: In Wilson Garden, a Naga boy was buying 
vegetables. Some men caught him, attacked him and snatched his mobile. 
He managed to return to his house. His brother called on that mobile 
number and someone said, “we are at the city market, come to collect your 
mobile”. Out of fear, he disconnected. 

On August 14, 2012 Bangalore: In Neelasandra, a Naga family was asked 
to vacate the house as it was not safe for them. They stayed with their 
friends. Once they came back to claim their house rent deposit the house 
owner refused to return the deposit, the landlord said 'if you come back we 
will kill you'. 

On August 12,2012 Bangalore: In Chinnappa Garden, a Naga woman was 
evicted from her rented house with a 5 day-notice (in violation of rent 
agreement). The house owner also deducts 2 months-rent while returning 
her rent deposit. 

On August 9, 2012 Bangalore: In Anepalya, a Naga man was physically 
hit by an auto driver while saying ‘don’t you know what had happened in 
Northeast?’ He managed to run away. 
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On May 13, 2012 Bangalore: A 25-year-old nursing student was raped by 
her aunt's African 31 -year-old boyfriend. 

The victim, who hails from Manipur, is currently admitted to Dr D Y Patil 
Hospital in Nerul where she will undergo reconstructive surgery on her 
private parts owing to the severe injuries she sustained during the rape. 

She has already undergone colostomy, a surgical procedure in which a pipe 
is inserted into the abdomen to remove stools and urine separately. 

The incident took place on May 13 in Bangalore when the victim went 
there with her aunt to meet the latter's boyfriend identified as Prince John 
alias Johnson.

On April 20, 2012 Bangalore: Student allegedly beaten to death at 
Bangalore. A Manipuri student, studying B'Arch at Bangalore was 
allegedly beaten to death by senior hostelmates when he switched the 
channel of the television while watching an IPL match last night. 

According to reports received here, the engineering students were watching 
an IPL match on the television when the Manipuri student changed the 
channel. 

This so infuriated the senior hostelmates that they pounced upon him and 
beat him up severely. 

The youth identified as Loitam Richard (21) son of Dr L Rajesh of Uripok 
Yambem Leikai succumbed to his injuries at the hospital. Family members 
have reportedly rushed to Bangalore.

On January 19, 2012 Guragaon: Northeast girls being trafficked to 
Haryana for marriage. A large number of girls from the northeast are being 
regularly trafficked and forced to enter into wedlock in Haryana, the home 
ministry has found. Law enforcement agencies have found many such 
instances, specifically in Hissar district of the state. 

A definite trend was noted by the home ministry which on Wednesday 
reviewed measures being taken by different states to combat human 
trafficking which takes the dimension of organized crime in the country. 

It was also noted during the day-long meeting that girls from Nepal, 
Bangladesh and different parts of the country were often trafficked to 
metropolitan cities. While most of them ended up in brothels, the remaining 
were used by traffickers as child labourers, organ transplant donors and 
camel jockeys. 

On December 11, 2011 Maharashtra: Ten Manipur girls rescued from 
Mumbai traffickers MUMBAI: The Social Service Branch of the Mumbai 
police raided a bungalow at Oshiwara on Friday night, where a prostitution 
racket was being run in the guise of a massage parlour. Ten Manipuri girls 
were rescued. Three persons were arrested while the owner of the place is 
wanted. 

"We had received specific information that immoral activities were going 
on at a massage parlour at the Mhada complex in Oshiwara. A decoy 
customer was sent. Following a confirmation from him, our teams raided 
the bungalow," said Mumbai ACP Vasant Dhoble. 

On October 18,2011 Delhi: A 25-year-old woman was allegedly molested 
by a man in Timarpur area of north Delhi on Monday night. The accused, 
however, escaped after the incident and has not been identified yet. The 
victim is a resident of Gandhi Vihar area. She is from the north east and 
belongs to Naga community, said police.

According to rescue team combined of NESC&H and North East Student 
Bodies, the incident happened when Mary (name changed) 27 years old 
victim went to an old man in Gurgaon known to her for last three years, 
had food, drink and stayed there on September 19 and 20. 

On February 14, 2011 Gurgaon: A 20-year-old youth from Manipur 
working as a sales assistant in a mall in Gurgaon was abducted and beaten 
up by three unidentified people late Sunday, a statement by the Northeast 
Support Centre and Helpline said Monday. 

A complaint is, however, yet to be registered with the police, it said. 
According to the statement, the Manipuri youth left work at 1.30 a. m. and 
was waiting to go home when the three unidentified assailants came in a 
car and abducted him.

On November 24, 2010 Delhi: A young BPO employee, hailing from 
North East Region, was kidnapped and gang raped on in the early hours of 
Wednesday. According to police, the incident happened at around 12.30 
am when the victim was dropped along with her colleague on the Ring 
Road in Dhaula Kuan by the cab driver. “While she was walking back, five 
men kidnapped her in their Tata pick-up truck and drove her towards 
Mangolpuri in outer Delhi. She was raped and then dumped in an 
unconscious state. She contacted the police on re-gaining consciousness,” 
said HGS Dhaliwal, deputy commissioner of police (south). 

On March 13, 2010 Delhi: A 26-year-old Manipuri student was allegedly 
molested in Munirka, south Delhi, on Saturday, police said. The victim, 
however, did not give up, caught him and handed him over to the police. 
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The woman, a hotel management student, said that the police refused to 
register a case initially and it was only after members of her community 
protested that it was done.

On July 15, 2009 Gurgaon: A Boy working in a Private Company in 
Gurgaon was severely attacked by three unknown persons in Mahipalpur, 
New Delhi. He was attacked while walking through the street leading to 
his rented house in from main road where he was dropped by his office 
cab. He was injured and had to have stitches. 

On July 8, 2009 A landlord son climbed on window pan and took snaps of 
the north east girls sleeping inside the room with mobile camera. Noticing 
the camera flash, girls in side the room rush to veranda to catch the man 
who took the snap. The man managed to escape from the scene and 
dropped his mobile. Later the girls discovered the mobile belong to 
landlord's son. The matter was reported to NE Helpline and suggested to 
give the complaint to police. 

On June 21,2009 Maharashtra: Racial Attack on Four North East Boys in 
Pune Four North East Indian boys belonging to Naga tribes faced racial 
attacked in Pune on June 21,2009. Four of them got injuries on body while 
one suffers severely with five stitches on forehead. 

On June 15, 2009 Delhi: A North East girl who came for graduate 
admission in Delhi University was allegedly molested by a tutor in North 
Delhi. The incident of molesting the innocent girl begun from the time she 
had gone to the resident of the accused for Hindi tuition, North East 
Support Centre and Helpline spokesperson, Madhu Chandra in a release 
reported. 
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On May 15, 2009 Delhi: Imphal, A 25-year old unmarried staff nurse of 
Vinayak Hospital, Derawal Nagar Modem Town in Delhi was found killed 
suspiciously on May 15 at the Ridge area, Rajpur Civil Lines. Due to late 
verification, the nurse’s dead body was disposed off by the concerned 
authority on May 19 at Delhi. 

On April 17, 2009 Delhi: A six-year-old girl from Manipur belonging to 
a Naga tribe was raped and murdered at Mahipalpur, New Delhi today. 
Racial discrimination to North East communities living in Delhi and NCR 
continues. 

On March 10, 2009, Delhi: Two north east girls was beaten by a cycle 
rikshaw driver. They were beaten with sharp edge stone from backside of 
the cycle rikshaw. Both the girls injured and admitted in local hospital. 
Police registered a complaint and culprits absconded. 

On March 7, 2009 Gurgaon: Cable Operators Beaten A North East Boy 
Severely in Gurgaon. Three Cable operators bat a boy from Manipur and 
admitted in Civil Hospital, Gurgaon. Doors broken, household items and 
TV set broken. Racial assault and discrimination continues in Gurgaon 
city. 

On December 30, 2008 Gurgaon: The year 2008 ended with sock with a 
rape case of a 22 year old Assamese girl in IT hub city Gurgaon, National 
Capital Region on December 30 th night. The fact finding team mshed to 
the spot and extended help in filing the complaint. 

On December 12, 2008 Gurgaon: Two North East Girls Molested, Beaten 
and Hospitalized in Gurgaon. Police Refused FIR under SC/ST Atrocity 
Prevention Act. Sexual and Racial Harassment to North East Community 
once again empt in Delhi and NCR. 

The incident happened at 2.30 AM on December 12, 2008 when landlord 
at drunken state entered the room rented to two girls just two days ago and 
molested them. The girls informed the North East community leaders of 
Gurgaon and they rushed to the spot to help them. The landlord and his son 
assembled the neighbors and severely beaten them. 

On July 11, 2008 Maharashtra: Working girl from Manipur found dead at 
Mumbai. Imphal, Jul 15: A 23-year old Manipuri girl working at the 5-star 
Leela Kempinsky hotel in Mumbai was found dead at her rented room at 
Andheri East in Mumbai on July 11 midnight in a suspicious manner. The 
girl identified as Chabungbam Elina alias Ebehaibi, daughter of Ch 
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Shyamkishore Singh of Kongba Khestri Leikai Karkhong in Imphal east 
district was brought back by her family to Imphal on an Indian Airlines 
flight from Mumbai this afternoon. 

On April 26, 2008 Delhi: A North East Boy Beaten Mercilessly by a 
House Owner. Police Cops Called for Help Joined House Owner in 
Beating. On Saturday, the April 26, Delhi Police repeats the story of delay 
and deny of First Information Report (FIR) lodged by North Easterners. 
Police cops called for help joined landlord to beat up the innocent boy who 
happened visit his cousin sisters, living in a rented at House in Mahipalpur, 
South West Delhi. 

On January 8, 2008 Delhi: Racist language and bigotry displayed in the 
Article "Drug lords prey NE-Girls to Act as Peddlers" by Kumar Vikram 
in Mail Today on January 28, 2008 page 4 has shocked people of North 
East India, the African community who are guests in our country, women, 
and Civil Society in general. 

On January 5, 2008 Delhi: 25 men molested two north east sisters at 
Gandhi Vihar, New Delhi on January 5. They along with their young 
brother were severely beaten by culprits after molestation. Timapur police 
station refused to lodge First Information Report (FIR). Fact Finding Team 
of NE Support Centre & Helpline rushed to the spot to extend the help and 
gave trauma counseling to the victim s . 

On December 2,2007 Gurgaon: A minor girl of 17 years old who is doing 
a designing course was molested repeatedly by her landlord in Gurgaon, 
Haryana. After failing the repeated attempt to rape, the house owner, in 
frustration threw out the girl along with her sister and cousin from the 
house without any reason at midnight. The North East Support Centre & 
Helpline went to lodge an FIR at Gurgoan Police station today, but the 
police denied even registering it. 

On November 22, 2007 Delhi: A Woman Married to a North East Man 
Abused. Husband Threatened to Ride Over by Motor Cycle. A local 
woman married to a man from Manipur was teased with abusive remarks 
and her husband threatened by a group of young people in Mumika, South 
Delhi, when he tried to silent the abusers. He was threatened to ride over 
by motorcycles. 

The incident happened when the couple residing at Raja Garden, New 
Delhi went to visit their relatives living in Mumika on November 22 at zero 
hour of the night. “I parked my car and enquired address of my relative to 
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a group of people who were hanging around. Looking at me as from North 
East India, they started teasing my wife with abusive remarks, which 
aroused my wife in anger. I tried to silent the mob but I was threatened to 
ride over by motor cycle,” says the victim. 

On November 9, 2007 Delhi: a girl from Manipur was beaten up by one 
of his own community fellow man at zero hour of the night. The man, who 
claimed to a Vice President of Student Union intruded her rented room in 
R. K. Puram, New Delhi while she along with her seven other friends was 
in deep sleep after celebrating her friend’s birthday. He slapped on her face 
two times and also abused her and her friends terming them to be bad 
character. 

On November 8, 2007 Delhi: police has arrested a group of young people 
from Manipur after clashes with a group of people in Delhi. According to 
the information reaching to NE Support Centre & Helpline, the local group 
lodged complaint against those boys from Manipur and police took them 
in custody immediately. The police who used to snail space, delay and even 
denial when complained by North East communities, were so fast to take 
the complaint and arrest the accused. 

A case against the boys from Manipur was registered and produced before 
the magistrate and latter bailed out. 

On November 7, 2007 Delhi: A 30-year-old man from Manipur was 
beaten up by a neighbor in R K Puram. A neighbor along with two of his 
friends intruded a house belonging to a Manipuri family and grabs the neck 
of the husband and tried to hit him with iron rode without reason being 
told. 

On November 6, 2007 Delhi: sexual assault to three and half year old girl 
from North East. The parents of the girl were suggested lodge complaint in 
police station and latter taken to hospital for medical examination. 

The parents of the girl refused to register the case in fear of the facing 
disgrace that can cause by the medical examination to them and their little 
one. The accused went free without any punishment. 

On November 4, 2007 Delhi: A Girl from Manipur was sexually assaulted 
by a resident of Sabdarjan Enclave in daylight today. The girl was coming 
out of her rented house in Sabdarjan Enclave, New Delhi this evening, a 
man seems to be drunk came in front of her and assaulted her sexually in 
daylight. Soon after the incident, the resident of the locality caught hold of 
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the man and requested the victim forgive him and let go without reporting 
to police. 

On October 20, 2007 Delhi: A Landlord in Safdarjung Enclave refused to 
pay back the advance money given by a three North East students for 
renting rooms. Rooms were agreed to rent out to North East students but it 
was rented out to others when they went to occupy. In spite of the request, 
the landlord refused to give back the advance payment of rupees 2000 
telling them to never show their face. 

On October 21, 2007 Delhi: Same night after “North East Support 
Centre & Helpline” was officially launched at Press Club of India, a tribal 
girl age of 21-year-old from Manipur was sexually assaulted by a tenant at 
12:30 AM on October 21, 2007. In spite of protecting the victim, the 
landlord forced victim’s cousin and other students from north east India 
living in the rented house to vacate the rooms without any notice. 

Fact Finding Team of “North East Support Centre & Helpline” after 
hearing the news of the incident, rushed to the spot and gave immediate 
trauma counseling to the victim. An application was lodged in Vasant Kunj 
Police station to book the accused and landlord under SC/ST Atrocity 
Prevention Act (1995). 

On October 12,2007 Delhi: A manager of a New Delhi Call Centre made 
sexual advances to two young women from North East India, and then 
stopped their salary and suspended them from work when they resisted his 
overtures. 

On September 16, 2007 Delhi: four DU students, hailing from Manipur, 
have alleged that some unidentified men molested them on Saturday night 
while they were going to attend a freshers’ party at North Campus. The 
students alleged that the accused persons were appearing for recruitment 
of Delhi Police’s constable at Kingsway Camp. 

On August 13,2007 Delhi: A 27-year-old woman has alleged that she was 
molested by an auto rickshaw driver in Chirag Dilli on Monday night. A 
case of molestation and criminal intimidation has been registered after the 
woman, belonging to Manipur, complained that the incident had happened 
when she was returning from work. 

According to police, the victim is a resident of Chirag Dilli and was 
returning around 9.30 pm to her house. "She took an auto rickshaw from 
her office in Safdarjung Enclave for Chirag Dilli. When the victim was 
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close to her house, the driver stopped the auto on the pretext that the vehicle 
had developed some snag," said a police officer. 

The victim, in her complaint, said: "He went to the rear side of the auto and 
started repairing something. While I was sitting inside the three-wheeler, 
he suddenly grabbed me and put a cloth on my mouth." 

2006, Gurgaon: A girl from North East working in a Mall in Gurgoan was 
molested by a manager in work place. Police filed a case against the 
manager with molestation charges. 

December 12,2005 Gurgaon: A Manipuri woman in Gurgoan was almost 
dragged into truck at 6.30 pm. She manages to escape at the last minute. 
According to the police the woman was walking through main gate when 
a truck started following her. The driver offered a lift which she refused, 
but the truck continued to follow her as she walks into the colony of Sun 
City. After a while the truck driver and his cleaner started passing lewd 
remarks, forcing the woman to run into a narrow lane. Her pursuers got off 
from the vehicle and began chasing her and tried to drag her into the 
vehicle. The Manipuri women, however, manage to break free and run 
towards a nearby house. She rang the bell and sought refuge there. Said the 
investigating officer "neither the Sun City management nor the resident 
informed police and thus the investigation got delayed and the truck driver 
managed to flee and the guard could not chase them." 

On November 21, 2005 Delhi: Two youth arrested on Sunday for 
allegedly assaulting North East woman on Saturday night. They beat up 
her cousin brother after he tried to intervene, reported TOI. 

On November 18, 2005 Delhi: Two young men have been arrested on 
charges of harassing a North East girl,” reported The Hindu. 

On November 17, 2005 Delhi: A North East girl from Delhi University 
student was misbehaved by 20 years old youth when the girl had gone to 
the market accompanied by her brother and a friend that led to the protest 
from North East student. 

On November 15, 2005 Delhi: A Manipuri girl was molested by three 
youths in Nehru Vihar, Delhi. When the girl raise alarm, a crowd gathered 
but no one made any move to chastise the three men, who in turn raised 
voices and started threatening the victim before running away. The police 
were reluctant to file an FIR as the three youths were from the same locality 
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which led to a mass protest by Manipur Student Association Delhi 
(MSAD). 

On November 12,2005 Delhi: two women and a man from Nagaland were 
attacked by two young men in Delhi 

On October 13,2005 Delhi: FIR was filed by North East girl who stays in 
North Delhi hostel complaining against a person who physically assaulted 
and molested her while coming back from NSUD sports week. 

On July 10, 2005 Delhi: A girl from Manipur testified "I was returning 
from Dwarka after Church service. When I reach Chirag, Delhi I was eve 
teased by a man, when I ignored he said something in Hindi and caught my 
hand. Then when I tried to resist he slapped me thrice on my face. I started 
walking away crying but he came to me again, caught me on my breast and 
slapped me repeatedly saying that he resides in Chirag and it is his area. 
He threatened me with life and modesty if I complain. 

On July 11,2005 Delhi: 24 years old North East girl along with her friend, 
while coming back to her rented room was misbehaved and molested by a 
Taxi service owner at 3:30 PM - HT. 

On May 8, 2005 Delhi: A Girl from the North East was raped in a moving 
car after being abducted from a roadside eatery in south Delhi's busy 
Dhaula Kuan area. 

Police said the accused bundled the victim into the steel-grey car at 2.15 
a.m. Sunday and instructed the man at the wheel to drive around the city. 
Four men raped her by turns while the car moved through the city. 

They changed cars on the way and dumped the girl two hours later near 
Nanakpura Gurdwara, close to the place from where they had abducted her.
